EDUCATION OF THE DEAF AND DUMB. 



I give you a clipping from the 
Raleigh (North Carolina) New* and 

Olitti rrcr. 

"John W. Haynes, son of Mr. Z. 
W. Haynes, aged 9 years, was in the 
Company of an older brother, who 
was on his rounds as a carrier of one of 

the morning papers. Passing the 

corner of Ulouni and North Streets, 

the little fellow noticed a wire lying 

on the sidewalk in front of the 'resi- 
dence of Dr. Haw kins on the North 
Street side. He Stooped down and 

took hold of the wire, probably for 
the purpose of endeavoring to remove 

the obstruction, when he received a 
terrible shook from which he fell 
back and almost immediately expired. 
The elder brother, in attempting to 
release him, also received a Blight 
Bh0O_k. The unfortunate little boy 

was taken to the residence of his parents 

on North Person Street, and every 
effort made to resuscitate him, with 

no effect. 

" He had died from the first shock. 
lie was a bright little follow, and the 
accident was indeed a sad and de- 
plorable one. It seems that what he 
picked up was a gay wire of the 
Electric Light and Gas Company, 
which was broken down by the 
storm the night before.

From the Gla$gmr Mail. 

There exists in Glasgow a "Vigi- 
lance Committee" of deaf mutes, ap- 
pointed at a public meeting of the 
deal and dumb in the city to look 
after their welfare, and with special 
orders to watch the education and 
training of deaf-mute children. This 
committee have been for a consider- 
able time past pressing BM very earn. 
estly to undertake an inquiry into the 
mode of teaching carried on in the 
OW Deaf and Dumb Institution 
at Langaide, with which they express 
dissatisfaction. Very properly, 1 
think, no respectable journal permits 
the insertion of letters reflecting on 
institutions engaged in discharging 
important educational functions, and 
whose existence ami well-being de- 
pend largely on public subscriptions 
ind donations, without first inquiring 
into the facts of the case. Deciding 
after due deliberation, that an impar- 
tial inquiry and a careful statement of 
facts would result in educating the 
public mind, and putting them in a 
position to judge between the institu- 
tion in question and its criti. 
lecided to make the effort, aud hon- 
estly, fair-mindedly, and truthfully 
endeavor to place the facts as plainly 
and intelligibly as 1 possibly could be- 
fore the public. Had 1 known the 
bulk of the double brief I had under- 
taken I might have been excused for 
shrinking from the task, 1 have literal- 
ly been buried for some weeks in 
reports of Royal Commissions of in- 
terminable length, wherein the 
evidence of a host of witnes- 
rceorded, much of which was of very 
little use to me. I have had forwarded 
to me reams of " opinions" expressed 
at great length, and with the most 
minute circumstantiality of detail, 
from educated deaf-mutes and others 
officially engaged, many of them in 
educational institutes throughout the 
United Kingdom. In addition to 
1 have personally visited the 
institution itself, and inspected the 
entire work of the children there ; 
interviewed Mr. W. II. Addison, the 
headmaster ; and otherwise done all 
1 could do inform my mind with the 
facts on both sides before sitting 
down to write on the subject. First, 
then, 1 shall deal with the Deaf and 
Dumb Vigilance Committee. The 
members of this committee 1 met by 
appointment, and for two hours held 
rse with them through an 
interpreter, and bv means of written 
questions. 1 never had such a dose 
dent language" before, and the 
effect of such contact on a speaking 
and hearing person is strange and 
novel in the extreme. Faney being 
it at a little congress where 
everybody is in dead earnest and 
~scd by the topics under dis- 
cussions, and where never a sound is 
heard unless when the interpreter's 
voice broaks the silence. The dis- 
content, I learned, was of long stand- 
and I will now give you, in as 
short a space as possible, what I 
gathered at this unique inter- 
view : — 

1st. The committee complain that 
there are no deaf and dumb teachers 
in the Langside institute, without 
the presence of which they a 
I education is impossible. 

The teachers when they 
to the school have to be taught by 
the pupils how to talk upon the 
■ before they can enter into 
their work, and are so slow at it that 
when deaf and dumb visitors used 
to rapid manipulations visit the insti- 
tute questions have to be frequently 
repeated before understood by the 
teachers. 

:ld. That the "oral system" is a 
failure. No pupils p. with 

it after leaving the institution, be- 
cause at best they can but guess 
words o( one syllable, missing throe- 
fourths of what is said to them. No 
person in business or outside of the 
institution will stand and take pains 
to speak slow and distinctly to deaf- 
mutes ; no on t those in the 
doaf-mutos' domestic circle will take 

time and pains with them; and no- 
can understand their laboured 
and painful —because unnatural — at- 
tempts to speak. As a rule, 

DiUte throws his "oral" teaching 
to die winds after leaving the insti- 
tute, and drops naturally and 
into the fitigor-and-sign s;.

4th. The time spent on this useless 
and unprofitable work is a serious 
loss to deaf and dumb children. 
Their general education suffer- 
ribly by such a large amount of the 
time devoted to education being 
spent in trying to make the dumb 
speak. It prevents the children from 
getting a good, sound education, and 
large numbers of them have to 
couple of yeua to a day school after- 
wards to complete their general edu- 
cation. 

Bth. The deaf and dumb children 
at Hutliergleii School and the ( 
Board School are subjected to pure 
oral teaching, and cannot possibly be 
educated there on that account. 
I These schools 1 did not visit 

0th. The "combined system" — >'. 
(\, partly oral and partly sign and 
linger — they also condemn, alleging 
that pupils so taught are neither 
for one thing nor another. They 
cannot speak or read lips well enough 
to be of any use, and th 
slow at the manual or finger •■ 
that they fail there also to under- 
stand and be understood. 

7th. They assert that the 
system and the combined system 
being taught in opposition to the 
wishes of 00 per cent of the deaf and 
dumb of the city, and that if a plebis- 
cite was taken it would be seen that

" plump" for what they term "that 
useful and practical system, ' 
and-sign method of education." 

At this meeting, an adult, and a lad 
of IS (small for his years), who had 
been educated at the institute. 
introduced to me as examples of what 
kind of results were attained by the 
combined system taught tin 
tested them in lip reading and 
to make them understand me; I tried 
them at reading, ami the resit! 
painful, the articulation laboured ami 
very indistinct and stole/ their attain 
meets in lip reading and articulation 
are so meagre and their know 
and command of I ineffi- 

cient that it is impossible for them to 
make themselves understood, 
understand those who try to converse 
with them. In writing, their lack of 

igc and power of expn 
was also very apparent, and the want 
. instant use of the tiuger-and- 
sign method made them unable to fol- 
low the rapid spelling and ingenious 
signs of the members of tin' Vigilance 
Committee as they addressed me 
through the interpreter. A 
bundle of letters was handed 1 
by the committee, which they had 
received from all parts ol the king- 
dom in reply to a circular asking 
particulars and results ol" the teaching 
in the various institutions and schools 
throughout the United Kingdom.
